It was inevitable that, sooner or later, Senator Tillman's animosity to 
ward the president, most recently indicated in his sharp attacks on Mr. 
Koosevelt’s policy with regard to the Brownsville outrage, as well as his con- 


called down upon him a rebuke along the vitriolic lines which have brought 
The slapback came in the senate the other day while Senator Spooner, 


of Wisconsin, was defending the president against his Brownsville critics. 
So frequent and nagging were the interruptions of Senator Tillman that the 


senator from Wiscosin at last dropped the thread of his constitutional argu- 
ment to engage in a severe denunciation of the spleen Mr. Tillman has ex- | 
hibited, pranding his chronic attitude as a “mania” for attacking the vies | 
dent, deploring the radical views he is constantly advancing on the race prob- 
lem, showing how baneful and utterly subversive of a peaceful adjustment 
of these delicate relations is his very agitation of them, and finally express- 
ing the opinion that the majority of southerners did not agree with the strife- 
breeding theories of the South Carolina senator. 

Senator Spooner also called attention to Mr. Tillman's Chicago speech, 
in which he appeared before the nation in his worst role as a “professional 
heil-raiser,” hectoring his audience in boisterous terms and expressing con- 
tempt for taw. 

The senator from Wisconsin is eminently correct in many particulars. ’ 
The Constitution is of the firm conviction that Senator Tillman does not rep- 
resent a corporal’s guard of southern sentiment when it comes to the domi- 
nant problem of this section. It is doubtful if there are many thinking peo- 
ple in his own. state who approve of his violent utterances. 

In condoning the rule of the mob, therefore, and in spreading broadcast 
the impression that southerners view the law with contemptuous indiffer- 
ence, Senator Tillman is working injustice to an entire section. 

He knows—no southern man knows better—just how uneasy and sus- 
ceptible to sudden upheaval are the relations of the races in the south. 

He knOws—no man knows better—that the conscientious, conservative 
leaders of the south are investing their time and brains and money in an 
effort to tranquilize these relations, and lighten the shadow of a perpetual 
menace. ) 

He knoOws—no man knows better—that the stirring of evil, elemental 
passions, the setting of race against race, is Surely courting disaster for 
present and for future generations, interfering infinitely with the pacific 
endeavors of men with sufficient heart and soul to appreciate their public 
responsibility im the premises. 

Yet he, with Vardaman of Mississippi, and others of that ilk, have no 
hesitation in lashing racial prejudice wherever they go, Spreading cayenne 
pepper on spots already inflamed, juggling, with childish irresponsibility, the 
peace and even the future of a section, prophets of disaffection, advocates 
of dissension—disorganizers, in brief, to use a mild term, who play with po- 
tential dynamite with a serenity that challeges cOmprehension.

The delivery of liquor to a minor who} 
is an agent Of another is not illegal ac-|Trior court, 


cording to the judgment rendered by the 
supreme court yesterday. The court 
ruled that if a person furnishes liquor 
to a minor who is acting as agent for 
another and if the minor delivers it 
without consuming or parting with any 
of it, the party giving him the whisky 
is nOt guilty of selling or furnishing the 
whisky to one under age. 

The case was Harley v. State, 
city court of Baxley, Judge 
and the decision of the lower 
reversed.
